The computer printout entitled Exhibit 36 4 of9\D\teenie siuts\deviant teenage girls\ 
143.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer printout depicts a woman's face which is covered in ejaculate. The 
woman appears to have been restrained and presents as being distressed. The 
publication depicts sexual conduct of a degrading and dehumanising nature, as well as 
degrading and dehumanising the woman involved to a high extent and degree. This 
has been addressed under s3(3) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 (FVPC Act), and classified as objectionable. 

This classification places a restriction on the freedom of expression outlined in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The classification is reasonable and justifiable, and in 
accordance with Parliament's intention to limit the availability of publications with this 
content. 
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
